1902. while 
collecting in open, deciduous woods at Va.s.sall)oro. Maine, I found 
a large tuft of .■liilaconDiiuni heterostichum^ Br. N: Sch., growing upon a 
steejj, inoist bank. 'Phe piant was abundantly fruited with old cap- 
sules of the previous year and with x^^ery immature ones of the pres- 
ent season. In his List of the Mosses of Vermont, I)r. Grout 
gives three stations for fhis moss in Southern Vermont, but the 
piant has not been heretofore reported from either Maine or New 
Hampshire. It is not uncommon in Southern New Fngland. Dupli- 
cates of this collection are in the herbarium of Mr. J. F. Collins, and 
of the New Fngland Botanical Club.— Fdw.ard B. Ch.v.mreri.ain, 
Cumberland Centre, Maine.
